The meeting began at 9:00 a.m., 
with all members present, and the 
first order of business was to open 
bids on pest control service and (tag 
receipts for the probate office. The 
commission rejected the pest control 
bids due to a technicality in the 
wording of the specifications, but did 
accept the low bid on tag receipts 
from McDill Corp. in the amount of 


1St4 cents per receipt. Other bids 


35 cents each from Robert's 
and Sons and 17 cents from CSI. 

N.L. Harvison, a representative 
of Elba General Hospital, told the 
vommission about a ‘‘preferred 
patient’’ program and offered the 
program to all county employees. 
The commission authorized any 
employee wishing to enroll in the

County Engineer Mac Rushing 
recommended not repairing a TD-20 
bulldozer now in need of extensive 
repairs.

Elba City Council To Seek Legal Opinion On Lease 


Members of the Elba City Council 
held a short meeting Monday at 5 
p.m, The only vote taken was to get a 
legal opinion concerning the status 
of the Pea River Dam lease. 

The present leasee has until 
November 28 to get the project 
producing, or the lease is canceled, 
according to Mayor Bob English. 
They have asked the city to re- 
negotiate with a French firm that 
wants to modify the existing contract 
and be allowed to continue. Accord- 
ing to information presented to the 


council, the present leasee, Elba 
Hydro Inc., would then sell their 
interest to this French firm 

The city council voted to get an 


attorney's opinion on the legality of 
the contract and/or on reopening the 
bidding for a new lease, to this firm 
or another.

Without prompt action by 
Congress, the court-ordered 
overtime provisions of FLSA will 
disrupt long-standing work 
practices, impose additional costs in 
the middle of budget cycles, and 
prohibit the use of compensatory 
time for local government 
employees, the mayor said. The 
minimum wage provisions of FLSA 
will severely limit the use of 
volunteers, primarily in fire depart- 
ments and rescue squads. 

The familiar compensatory time 


off, or ‘‘comp time,’’ for local 
government employees would be 
effectively abolished under the 


ruling. Generally, when state or local 
employees work overtime they are 
allowed to take extra time off at a 
later date in compensation, 

This practice ensures that the city 
has the ability to respond to 
emergencies such as fire, accidents, 
crimes and natural disasters without 
heavy drains on the local budget for 
overtime pay. In return, employees 
have the advantage of using their 
accumulated comp time at their own 
discretion. 

Thousands of cities and towns 
across the country depend upon 
public-spirited citizens who perform 
a wide range of volunteer services 
for the community. An estimated one 
million Americans are volunteer fire- 
fighters. In order to avoid extensive 
record-keeping, volunteers have 
customarily been given stipends to 
cover incidental expenses. s 

However, U.S. Department of 
Labor (DOL) regulations adopted to 
implement the court ruling hold that 
a volunteer firefighter who receives a 
stipend of more than $2.50 a call is 

onsidered a city employee subject to 
FLSA provisions unless a city can 
focument that each volunteer's 


incidental expenses for each call 
exceeded $2.50. The massive paper- 
work required would certainly dis- 
courage the use of volunteers. 

The regulations call for the DOL 
to begin enforcement activities on 
October 15 and to apply the overtime 
and minimum wage requirements of 
the FLSA retroactively to April 15. 
This retroactive provision means that 
cities will not have any time to make 
necessary changes required by 
FLSA, including changes in payroll 
practices, work schedules and 
budgets. 


Compliance with the overtime 
provisions of FLSA will cost local 
governments across the country well 
over $1 billion at a time when they 
are financially strapped with a 
reduction of more than SO percent in 
federal aid since 1979, the mayor 
pointed out. The situation promises 
to get much worse with the 
scheduled termination of the General 
Revenue Sharing program in the 
fall of 1986 and the proposed 
elimination of deductibility to state 
and local taxes in President 
Reagan's tax reform plan, 

The mayor said the Nickles ball, 
which has extensive bipartisan 
support in the Senate, would 
exempt state and local governments 
from the overtime provisions of the 
FLSA, permit the continued use of 
comp time, allow local governments 
to use volunteers under their present 
arrangements, and eliminate the 
retroactive application of the FLSA, 


U.S. Senator Howell Heflin is 
already a co-sponsor of the bill. 
Citizens were urged to contact 
Senator Jeremiah Denton and ask 


him to support passage of S, 1570 as 
soon as Congress returns from the 
August recess, and to urge their U.S. 
Representative to follow through to 
ensure speedy enactment in the

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Brainstorms .....-- Alabama Veterans May Now Receive Free Education

The U.S. military has given up on efforts to make the battle gun dubbed the 
“Set. York’’ workable. After spending one-and-a-half billion dollars to buy 
146 of the anti-aircraft guns, they decided this week not to spend the 
additional $4.5 billion for 618 more. We salute this decision. The efforts 
made to make the gun workabale have cost a lot of money, but we see no 
reason to keep pouring more money down that rathole . . . especially since 
the gun works only in theory. The greater thinkers of the Pentagon aparently 
realized it would be better to start over with another theory than to continue 
searching for ways to make the Sgt. York workable. We are sure the real Sgt. 
York would have approved of this action. 


School is in session again... already. It is hard for us to believe the summer 
is gone; but even the weatherman is helping convince us, with a few days of 
cooler weather. We need to be careful as these youngsters change their 
routes, preoccupied with getting to and from school and meeting new and old 
friends. 


Seatbelts are something strongly supported from this corner. Around our 
house there have been times when my arguments in favor of them have been 
so strong as to be classified downright ugly. Well, a couple of weeks ago any 
guilt feelings my ugliness might have created in my mind were wiped out . 
along with one of our vehicles and some else's new ski boat. Heddy and our 
teenage son were unhurt and can thank the Good Lord and those seatbelts for 
protecting them. Heddy has never liked being confined by seat belts, but she 
is now convinced they do exactly what they are designed to do. . . save lives 
and protect from injuries. 


The news is out, all over town... . Ronald Reagan was en undercover agent 
for the FBI - or at least an informant - during his acting days. We expected 
this news would have folks awful upset, but most have just passed it off. 
There are news reporters in England however who are beside themselves 
with anger over the news that the British Secret Service routinely 
investigated their background. We can’t understand their problem, unless 
they have something to hide. Security checks don’t involve near the details 
that a credit check for a car loan includes . . . we know, as we have 
experienced both.

There were once many 
jokes about the post office and packages or parcel post. Then UPS got into 
the act and did a great job. There was a time when it wasn’t safe to 
mention UPS around a friend who also happened to work for the post office. 
We have an aunt who recently retired as a postmaster (she said she ain't 
nobody's mistress) and once I thought she was going to throw me out of her 
dining room for making the comment that I was amazed at the good job UPS 
was doing. Competition does make for better service; in fact, we don't think 
anyone should have a monopoly . . . except us! That opinion is voiced to point 
out a common thought, but look at the mess we have because some 
knucklehead in the U.S. Justice Department decided to break up the 
telephone monopoly of AT&T, and we are paying the price. 


Apartheid in South Africa is in the headlines around the world every day. 
it is causing killing practically every day in that country and demonstrations 
around the world. Now we have Rev. Jerry Falwell who went there for a few 
hours and came home announcing leaders as phonies. We agree that no one 
person can truthfully speak for all of any group, but to call a Nobel 
prizewinner a phony . . . maybe Falwellis. . . no, I won't even think that. We 
do think Falwell, Teddy Kennedy and all other headline seekers should tend 
to their own knitting and let those with a real interest solve the problems of 
South Africa. 


While expounding on South Africa - and we have never even been there - we 
note that the Zulu tribe is calling for calm and urging the U.S. not to install 
sanctions against the country. Now we all know that Hollywood has painted 
the Zulus as mean killers. Yet here they are urging us to be reasonable and 
not cut off support, because the folks who would be hurt worse would be the 
very people suffering now. This makes sense to me, but then others from the 
same country seem to suggest we just starve them out. Maybe we better get 
together with Rey. Falwell and solye the problems in America while people in 
South Africa work for a solution to their problems. 


The Alabama legislature is in session by now and this will probably be one of 
the hottest special sessions ever recorded. The many issues to be decided, 
coupled with the election looming over the hill do tend to cause the 
temperature to rise. 
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During a special assembly at 
MacArthur State Technical College 
last Wednesday, Covington County 
Veterans Service Office Francis 
McGowin told a large audience that 
dependents of certain Alabama 
veterans are now eligible to receive a 
free college education through the 
new Alabama G.I. Bill. 

According to McGowan, the 
Alabama G.]. Bill provides up to 36 
months of free tuition, books and 
instructional fees at any Alabama 
state-supported technical college, 
junior college or university to eligible 
dependents, 

‘Under the new law, if you are 
the child, spouse, unremarried 
widow or widower of a 20 percent or 
30 percent service-connected 
disabled veteran for former prisoner 
of war, you may now be eligible for 
benefits under this program,” 
McGowan explained. 

In addition to the disability 
requirements, the veteran must 
have been a permanent civilian 
resident of Alabama for at least one 
year immediately prior to any entry 
into military service or be 100 
percent permanently service- 
connected disabled and a permanent 
resident of Alabama for at least five 
years immediately prior to 
application 

McGowan emphasized that this 
new law is strictly for Alabamians. 
The bill was unanimously approved 
by both houses of the legislature, 
and Governor Wallace signed the 
legislation into law on May 30, 1985. 

“The Alabama G.I. Bill has 
nothing to do with federal services,” 
McGowan stated, ‘‘It’s ours and 
we're proud of it.” 

Veterans’ dependents interested 
in college benefits should see the 
veterans service office in their 
county and take a copy of their birth 
certificate, their veteran parent's 
military service record and two 
affadavits from persons who can 
attest to the veteran's residency in 
Alabama.

Parent-Teacher Communication Could Play 


Important Role In Success Of Child’s Education 


A new school year, a new class, a 
new teacher can be frightening to a 
child...AND to the child's parent, 
who may not know exactly how to 
approach little Jennifer's busy 
teacher. 

Dr. David Brown, director of the 
Belser-Parton Reading Center at the 
University of Alabama College of 
Education, says developing an open 
line of communication with your 
child’s teacher can really pay 
dividends. 

“It's the parents’ responsibility 
to make contact with their child’s 
teacher,’ Brown said. ‘‘Teachers 
may have over 100 children in their 
classrooms, and it’s impossible for 
them to seek out all those parents.”’ 

But when should parents contact 
teachers? How often should they call 
them--how much is enough without 
“bugging’’ the teacher? 

Parents should start the new year 
with an initial contact with the new 
teacher; after that, a contact each 
reporting period should be sufficient 
if there are no major problems, 
advises Brown, who works with 
parents and teachers daily at the UA 
reading center. 

‘Parents can phone or visit the 
teacher--of course a face-to-face visit 
is often more effective,'’ Brown said. 

To arrange an appointment with 
the teacher, one of the parents 
should call the office of the school 
and ask that the teacher return their 
call, ‘‘It is disruptive for a teacher to 
be called out of the classroom for 
phone calls,” he points out. 

In the first conference, parents 
should ask questions about how the 
teacher will conduct the class and 
how homework assignments should 
be handled, and should discuss any 
special needs of their child--anything 
from preferences to special 
problems 

“For example, if your child has 
a mild hearing loss or a vision 
problem, this is the time to suggest 
that he or she be seated in the front 
of the class.” 

In subsequent visits with your 
child’s teacher, ‘‘prepare direct 
questions beforehand--don't just 
ask, ‘How's Susie doing?’”’ 4 

Parents should expect feedback 
from teachers to include comments 
on more than academic performanc e 

Teachers should assume 
responsibility for most of the child's 
major development- 
physical, emotional and 
intellectual, The better the teacher 


areas — of

each of these areas."’ 

Parents may also write notes to 
the teacher, just as a good teacher 
will give parents positive and 
negative feedback through written 
notes, the professor advises. 

“In the past, if little Johnny came 
home with a note from this teacher, 
it usually meant he was in some kind 
of trouble. Now, we encourage 
teachers to use notes to send home 
positive feedback as well,’’ Brown 
said. 

Teachers are encouraged to send 
papers and projects home with 
comments, too. Many teachers try to 
do this a couple of times a week. 
Some schools also prepare 
newsletters to update parents on 
what's happening in the classroom. 

“It the parents and teacher can 
get on the same wavelength and 
keep the communication lines open, 
good things can happen,’ Brown 
said 

But what if a parent and teacher 
just don't see eye to eye? 

“If there is a parent/teacher 
conflict, the principal should step in 
and act as an intermediary,’’ said 
Brown, who was a principal for three 
years and a teacher for five years 
before coming to the University of 
Alabama. 

‘After the parents explain their 
concerns, the educators--the teacher 
and principal--should make the 
ultimate decision on whether to 
transfer the student to a different 
section or take other action, The 
educators are trained to handle such 
problems and should be better able 
to make such decisions.’’ 

However, coping with parents’ 
requests is not a major problem for 
teachers, Brown says. ‘'The biggest 
problem facing teachers today is the 
absentee parent. 

“Education starts at home first, 
last and always,’ Brown said 
Parents should provide ample 
opportunity for reading and other 
learning activities at home, he adds 

Brown says, when possible, it is 
best for both father and mother to be 
active in the child's school activities 
There are many ways parents can get 
involved including attending school 
functions and participating in parent 
Organizations 

“Some schools ask for 
volunteer’ parents to chaperone on 
trips, assist with activities, help in 
the school library and 
trained, to assist in the 
Brown said 
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All these activities can be 
beneficial to the child and reassuring 
to the parents as they become better 
acquainted with their child’s teacher 
and school.

Did you know that bush snap 
beans can be planted now along with 
pole beans, bush lima beans, beets, 
broccoli transplants, Brussels 
sprouts, cabbage, Chinese cabbage, 
carrots, cucumbers, lettuce, 
mustard, Irish potatoes, summer 
squash, turnips plus others? Most of 
these crops need to be planted as 
quickly as possible. The sooner you 
plant these the better.

WHITE MOLD 

We are seeing a lot of peanut 
fields moderately to heavily infested 
with white mold. White mold occurs 
every year about early to mid- 
August and sometimes gets worse as 
the season progresses. 

Even though the percent infesta- 
tion may be as much as 5 to 8 
percent, we do now normally 
recommend that peanuts be dug any 
earlier because of a white mold 
infestation. Harvesting early can 
cost you more in lower grades and 
lower yields than harvesting at the 
normal time. 

Each field is different. However, 
in a severely infested field you may 
want to harvest a few days earlier 
than you normally would. Take into 
consideration that earlier harvesting 
will usually mean a lower grade and 
a lower vield. However, if the white 
mold infestation is such that you 
stand to lose a substantial part of the 
crop by waiting, go ahead and 
harvest. 

PESTICIDE SAFETY 

Dr, Talmadge’ Balch, our 
pesticide education § specialist at 
Auburn, emphasizes the importance 
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For Prompt Service 


of pesticide safety. He suggested 
that users of pesticides should have a 
central storage area to store leftover 
chemicals. He noted that if the 
labels have been destroyed on a 
container the dealer can sometimes 
get new labels from the company for 
use on those cans. 

Balch pointed out that many 
chemicals, if stored properly, will 
maintain quality and can be used the 
following year. Used containers 
should be disposed of in a landfill 
Sometimes two or three farmers can 
rotate taking cans to the landfill, and 
this will cut down on the number of 
trips an individual will have to make. 

One way to reduce toxicity from 
chemicals is when each can is 
finished, rinse it three times with 
water and pour the rinse material 
into the spray tank. By doing this, 
you clean the can and none of the 


material is wasted.

The Dingell-Johnson 
funds are acquired from the 
collection of 10 percent excise taxes 
on nearly all types of fishing gear.

MOLE CRICKETS 

Mole crickets are doing heavy 
damage to some lawns. The damage 
shows up as grass dying as well as 
being loose in the ground. The 
feeding of the mole crickets just 
under the ground cuts the roots of 
the grass and causes it to become 
very susceptible to drought as well 
as completely killing the grass 

Mole crickets are extremely 
difficult to control, and baits at this 
time of the year are not effective 
Insecticides such as Diazinon and 
Dursban will give some control but 
are usuallly not adequate in areas of

Oftanol seems to be doing the 
best at this time. Oftanol works very 
slowly, so don't expect to see a lot of 
dead crickets the day after you apply 
it. But it does give you a longer 
period of control--possibly two 
months. Oftanol comes in a granular 
form. You should apply three pounds 
per 1,000 square feet, and then add 
one-half inch of water to your lawn to 
get it down to the mole crickets. 


POWDERY MILDEW ON CRAPE 
MYRTLE 

Have you noticed patches of a 
white cottony growth on your crape 
myrtle bushes lately? 

The culprit is probably powdery 
mildew--one of the few disease 
problems of the popular crape myrtle 
plants. This disease usually doesn’t 
hurt the plants’ health but does 
make them less attractive 

These white patches usually 
appear in July. Shoots and flower 
buds will show the white growth, 
while younger leaves are often 
divided or distorted by the disease 

The best way to «void powdery 
mildew is to plant resistant varieties 
such as Regal Red, Tuscarora, 
Potomac, Natchez, Powhatan, Musk 
ogee or Seminole However, 
fungicides also are available for 
mildew control

The Bobcat Is An Elusive Predator In Alabama

The bobcat is one of Alabama’s 
largest remaining predators. It is an 
elusive and secretive animal rarely 
being seen even by veteran 
outdoorsmen. The bobcat is most 
active at dusk and dawn and only 
occasionally seen during the middle 
of the day 


One of the smaller members of 
the cat family, an adult male will 
averge about 20-25 pounds in weight 
with the female being a little 
smaller, The bobcat will appear to be 
about two or three times the size of a 
domestic cat. It is easily recognized 
by its most striking features: tufted 
ears, spots, big feet, face ruff, and a

short tail that is rarely more than six 
inches long. Its legs are long in 
comparison to its body size and this 
feature enables it to leap as far as ten 
feet in a single bound and reach a 
speed of 30 miles per hour for a short 
distance. 

Generally considered a forest 
species, the bobcat thrives any place 
prey is abundant. Its physique, keen 
sense of sight and hearing makes it a 
very efficient predator, feeding 
mostly on small mammals and birds. 
Studies have shown that the rabbit is 
the most common food item. The 
reason probably is that the cottontail 
rabbit is abundant throughout 
Alabama and most active at the same 
time as the bobcat. 

The bobcat is mostly a loner 
(except during the mating season) 
and spends a great deal of time 
establishing and defending its 
territory. Its home range varies from 
1-20 square miles depending directly 
on food availability, sex of the 
animal, season and climate. 

The mating season of the bobcat 
extends from late February to June 
and is announced by the loud 
caterwauling of the male, which is 
similar to, but louder than that of 
domestic cats. Following a gestation 
of about 62 days, the female will give 
birth to an average of three kittens. 
The male takes no part in the rearing 
of the young. The female bobcat is 
an excellent mother and teaches her 
young the skills necessary for them 
to survive in the wild. 

The bobcat is one of Alabama’s 
most valuable fur bearing animals. 
State Game and Fish records for the 
past five-year period show that 
trappers have averaged an annual 
harvest of over 2,400 bobcats within 
the state. These records indicate that 
Alabama's bobcat population is 
stable with the highest density being 
in the southern half of the state.

He added, ‘‘we are well within the 
guidelines set in the Plan of 
Excellence.’’ School begins at 7:55 
a.m. and ends at 3:00 p.m. Classes 
are 52 minutes long with one class 
lasting 54 minutes. 

High school students were pre- 
registered for classes the week 
before school began so the faculty 
could explain the new schedule, Cain 
said the students and parents haye 
excepted the schedule and like the 
idea that students have more classes 
available for them to take, Teachers

The firm has one such 
facility operating in the United 
States and this is in the state of 
Maine The equipment is manu- 
factured in France 

At least two other firms have 
expressed an interest in the facility 
and have sent experts to the site to 
study the feasibility and cost of 
putting the plant back into proeduct® 
putting the plant back into pro- 
duction, 

City officials have not publicly 
expressed opinions on this matter 
but were told by legal counsel that 
they shouldn't consider a lease from 
anyone else as long as the present 
contract was in effect. 

There has been some differing of 
opinions on the status of the oper- 
ating license from the federal power 


administration with one opinion 
being that it was assigned to the site 
and the other being that it was 
issued to Elba Hydro, The request 
for the license was held up for about 
a month last year when a 
Washington, D.C. firm requested it 
be issued to them instead of Elba 
Hydro. 

Also, Bradford and Brantley are 
concerned with their investment to 
date. They say they have con- 
siderable investment in the facility 
and stand to lose this if their contract 
is canceled 

One of the potential leasees 
waiting in the wings has urged the 
city to act quickly due to the 
December 31, 1985, deadline for 
earning some tax credits on 
installing the plant Elba Hydro 
would qualify due to the fact their 
applications are already filed to 
operate the facility, but any new 
leasee would have to be formally 
signed up prior to the deadline to get 
the credits.
